' A CONVENTION. 

In our yesterday's issue wo alluded to tho 
necessity of taking steps to place tho views 
of the inhabitants of both Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia on tho union question 
buforo Her Majesty's Government. Although 
no formal communication has beuu received 
from Mr. Caldwell on tho subject of union, 
tho certainty of tho act boing consummated 
during the present sitting of Iba Imperial 
Parliament is uono tbo less. Suirioiont evi- 
dence of this has been racuivod emu at New 
Westminster to satisfy tho minds of the 
inhabitants that any further opposition to the 
measure is hopeless. Thus, then, one great 
bono of contention is removed — ona great 
fact is settled. It is now the intoresl of the 
people of both colonics to unite in having the 
most liberal constitution, aud tho most uo- 
reatrietivo machinery that Hor Majesty's Uov 
eminent can grant. From Victoria to Cariboo 
wo believe thcro is but ono opinion on this 
matter. Every person who has been residing 
in thoso colonies for any length of time, must 
perceivo that ueither toe constitution of Van- 
couver Island nor tho oonstilution of British 
Columbia is suited to tho 'country. In the 
former colony wo havo two Houses working, 
in tho majority of instances, in antagonism 
instead ol in harmony, destroying useful legis- 
lation instead of adding good laws to our 
stalnlo book; in tho hitter wo have tho 
country governed just as the offloinla will it. 
Bolh systems of Government havo boon tried 
nnd both havo failed — both havo bean 
weighed in the balance and found wanting 
Yet if the people of tho two colonics do not 
take immediate steps we shall havo one or 
other of tho schemes of Government imposed 
upon the united colony. We shall have either 
two cumbrous and antagonistic Uouses, or one 
legislative body largely impregnated with 
the official element- It is tho duty therelore 
of tho people of both colonies to nvsrt, if 
they can, aoy Buch oalamity. It is their 
duty to make every exertion to obtain a 
simple form ol Government that will express 
tho wishes ol tho people and do its work 
cheaply. To further this end there is but 
the one course — that which we havo from 
tho first advocated — a convention ol the peo- 
ple of Vancouver Island and British Colum- 
bia. No other sohemo can tubecrva the 
purpose. Heietoforo nearly all Iho state- 
ments which havo reached Her Majesty's 
• Government in connection with tho union 
question have been sent from Vancouver 
Island. Although these cx.-pa.rte represent 
lions have evidently had a certaiu weight 
with the Imperial Government, still it will 
not do to rely on Iho one-sided system for 
carrying through the woik. The feelings of 
British Columbia havo in every instance 
been the feelings of Vaucouver Island, from 
tho simple fact that he intc "jsta of both col- 
onies are identic* ; and v,, have lost much 
in moral nnd political weight in not having 
our representations sustained, as they oould 
have easily boon, by the people of British 
Columbia. Too much stress has been laid 
on the antagonistic attitude assumed by tho 
Legislative Council of tbo neighboring col- 
ony, which on this particular question merely 
represented tho pecuniary interest of the 
officials. What shon'd havo boon done long 
ago it is now our duty to perform, and that 
is not to appeal to a Council that can at Iho 
best but represent official views, hut to the 
people at larg-i. There is an informality 
about tho matter it is true, but it is an infor- 
mally thnt cannot bo avoided. Had British 
Columbia a representative Government 
like our own, it would bo tho easiest 
thing in the world to have a conference ol 
the Legislatures of both coloLies ; but it i.- 
lio embodiment of popular opinion. Kven 
the live repiesontativo members are far from 
being exponents ol the public will. At 
present, there is but ono man out of tho numbjr 
wh i could by any possibility gel returned as 
an anti- unionist, and be is the representative 
of New Westminster. It is, therefore, a 
necessity, in order ihat tho public voice may 
ho fairly heard, to have a convention, Let 
C.uiuo) East and Cariboo West s^nd down 
their delegates to the capital ; let 1/1- 
looot, Lytton, Douglas, Yale and Now West 
minster send theirs, au.l we havo no doubt 
Vancouver Island will not he alow lo follow 
llie example. Tho whole sohemo might bo 
oarricd out during the present month, und 
the result telegraphed to Hor Majesty's Gov- 
ernment. That result, however, should not 
bo confined meioly to iho character of tho 
oonstilution; there is the scat of Government, 
nnd possibly some other matter of importance 
that would require a decided expression of 
opinion. Whethor il would bo wise to leave 
any ol ihesc matters to he dealt with in the 
dilute by tho united Legislature, or whether 
il would bo advisable to Hftk Her Majesty's 
Government lo sottlo them in tho Act of 
Union, il would be for Iho convention lode 
termine. Our own impression is, as wo said 
yesterday, that all tlio Homo Government 
should do in tho mailer would bo to decide 
upin tho constitution, lenving all minor de- 
tails to bo suttled by iboso who understand 
them best— tbo pooplo themselves. At all 
events, no time is to bo lost ; tho matter, il 
it is to bo taken up at all, must bo takou up 
nt once und earned through with u vigor that 
will leuvo no doubt on tho mind of Mr. Card- 
well of tho earnestness ami anxiety of both 
colonies to have tho question finally nettled.

Mr. DoCosmos in pursuance of notice of 
motion read and moved an add rets to Her 
Most Grucious Majesty the Queen, praying 
that tho act of Hia Excellency the Governor 
purporting to revoke tho appointment ol 
James Dickson, Esq., M. D., as Coroner for 
this and adjacent districts be disallowed. 

Standing orders wero suspended in order 
to insider the address. 

Dr. Tolmio was sorry this mattor had 
been brought forward. The lion, gentleman | 
to whom it referred was tho erealest advo- j 
vatu for retrenchment in the Huusu- He had 
been a consistent advocato of economy from I 
his lirst ontry into the House, ami bad al- 
ways aelnd consistently. The Coroner had 
been removed for the very object which lliat 
honorable momber had always contended — 
retrenchment — and lio ought to bo ttie last 
now to oppose it. The desire lor retrench- 
ment ought lo be a sufficient cause to the 
honorable gentleman as Iho magistrate could 
easily perform the doties ol thu office Tho 
dosiro lor retrenchment should apply to that 
office as well as lo others. 

Dr Tumble considered retrenchment very 
necessary, but belioved that the power did 
not rest with tho Executive to deprive tho 
Coroner of his dlieo.

Dr. Tolmio finally sugges'cd that His Ex- 
cellency should ho respectfully requestor] to 
reinstate the Coroner without fees, which 
w, uld moo! the retrenchment view, give the 
hon. gentleman nil Ihe honors attached 10 
Iho office, and need not open the constitu- 
tional q luslion at all. 

Mr. Cunningham said ho would eordiully 
support such a proposition. 

Mr. M'Uluro said the suggestion of Ihe 
hon. senior member for the District would 
have been n very good one had it 001111; in at 
the proper time. Had the Executive adopt- 
ed such a course instead of summarily re- 
rnoving the Coroner, no one would or could 
have objected to it as a measure of retrench- 
ment.

FROM PERU. 
fCALLAO DATES TO J AN. 22.] 

The Dictator of I'eiu, Col. Prndo, has at 
last done what always was expected from 
him— ho has united his Republic and Chile 
by an ofionsivn and defensive lioaty ol alli- 
ance, and milking common cause with Chile, 
declared war against Spain. On the 5th ol 
December last the treaty waa concluded ; On 
tho 1 1th of last month the ratifications by 
both contracting governments were exchang- 
ed, und on tho same day, with military pomp 
and amid public acclamations, the declara- 
tion of war against Hie old mother country 
was proclaimed. 

It was hoped in Lima that other Govern- 
ments, especially thai of ihe United States ol 
Colombia, would accede to the treaty, und 
Morqoera wotlid lend thu aid of his two new 
steamers If such a hope will be realised 
remains to be seen. In iho meantime, we 
have tho important (act that I'eiu has es- 
poused Ihe cause of Chile, a laet most impor- 
tant for Chile, which in luture will only have 
to resist one half of her enemy's forces, and 
very important also lor Peru, which, being 
in ire vulnerable than her neighbor, will have 
to suffer more from such a war. 

That tho Peruvian Govommoot is in earn- 
est cannot bo doubted. Their two fine Irig- 
ntes, Atnazonas anil Apurimao, had loft the 
p hi ot San Antonio tor Chiloe on tho 26th 
of December, together with tho Maypu, to 
form a junction with the Chilean naval force, 
and Iho two now Bplendid 
and ^ merica, left Calli 
lor ihe same purp isi 
ha ve a verv got d cuOl| 
soldiers.

Special Dispatch lo llio " Colonist," 

Chicago, Fob. 27.— Mr. Sherman in tho 
Senate yesterday spoke in favor of tho Pre- 
sident's reconstruction policy. He waa in 
lavor ol tho Freedman's Bureau bill, nod 
voted for il, and against tho veto, lio con- 
sidered that tho President exercised only a 
constitutional right. In tho mattor ridic- 
ulously uttered in tho President's speech of 
tho 22d there was much worthy of considera- 
tion. Consideration, prompted as it was by 
a desire to see tho Southern States speedily 
restored to their constitutional relations. 
While he (Sherman) was anxious lo see u 
plan udopled hy which the loyal Southern 
men may be admitted lo Congress, ho rover 
could consent lo tbo admission of any man 
who had taken a part in tho rebellion, and 
never would vote for tho repeal of 
the test oath. Ho also favored' votes, and 
not population, aa tho basis of representation, 
and did not believe in Mr. Hunter's propo- 
sition to declare sulTrago :.n net of Congress 
l practically, Aa lo the aptech ma le o.i Ihe 
22d instant ho thought that no man who 
was a friend of tho President would bo un- 
willing to wipe that out ol his history. it 
was impossible to conceive a moru 
hnmilialiag spectacle than that of u 
President of the United Stales addressing 
such a crowd. Mr. Sherman said in con-- 
elusion that lo this hour no act has been tlouo 
by the President consistent with his obliga- 
tions to the great Union party who elected 
him; differences have arisen, but upon new 
quesliona not in contemplation when the 
President was nominated. Thot utterances 
havo been made tending in that direction 
none will deny. The sureat ovidenco is the 
joy ol tho worsl enemies of the country over 
division. Thero is no calamity more dis- 
gracelul than for in by our division to sur- 
lender to men wiio wine tho worst enemies 
ol their country. He who contributes in any 
way to tins result deserves execution from | 
his own countrymen. This may bo dono by 
thrusting upon ihe President new issues in 
which the well-known principles ol his life 
do not agree with the judgment of his politi- 
cal associates. Will you hy new issues by 
which you know you have not the views ol 
the people, jeopardise tho rights which ycu 
car, by a.. I ol '.lie united party, secure to the j 
Freed men ? Wo kuow that Iho President | 
uld no', and •.•annul ague with us upon the 
issues of universal suffiagu and dead Stales. 
The curse of God, the malediction ol millions 
ol our people, and Ihe tears and blood ol our 
new made Ircemen will, in my ju Igmeilt, reil 
upon those who are determined to destroy 
the unity ol those who have every in .live (or 
harmony with the President aud with inch 
other. If ever the time shall coma when 1 
can'uo longer confide in ihe President's de- 
votion to tho principles upon which be was 
elected, 1 will bid farewell to Andrew John- 
son with unaffected sortow. No words from 
rue shall drive him inlo political fellowship 
with those who, w hen lio was oue ol tho moral 
heroes of tho war. denounced him, spit upon 
him and despitefully used him.
